NORWEGIAN DELEGATION TO NATO ADVISES US THAT THEY 

RAISED WITH MFA POL DIRECTOR KJELD VIBE LAST MONTH THE QUESTION OF 

CONSULTING 

WITH THE ALLIES ON THE NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE SOVIETS ON THE 
DELIMITATION OF THE CONTINENTAL SHELF IN THE BARENTS SEA. 

ACCORDING TO THE DELEGATION HERE, VIBE STATED THAT OSLO INTENDED 
TO CONSULT WITH THE ALLIES IN THE AUTUMN. NORWEGIAN DELEGATION'S 
OPINION WAS THAT CONSULTATIONS WOULD BE MOST USEFUL AFTER INITIAL 
CONTACTS HAD TAKEN PLACE WITH THE USSR, AT WHICH TIME MORE INSIGHTS 
COULD BE PROVIDED THE ALLIES ON APPROACH SOVIETS WERE TAKING TO 
THIS ISSUE. U.S. MISSOFF EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR THIS INFORMATION 
AND REMARKED THAT ALLIES WOULD PROBABLY BE INTERESTED IN HEARING 
ABOUT NORWAY'S NEGOTIATING APPROACH EVEN BEFORE NORWEGIAN 
AND SOVIET DELEGATIONS BEGAN THEIR DISCUSSIONS. NORWEGIAN 
DELOFF ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THIS WAS PROBABLY THE CASE AND UNDERTOOK 
TO KEEP IN TOUCH WITH U.S. DELEGATION AS OPENING 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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OF NEGOTIATIONS APPROACHED.
